Several 
attempts to blow it open were made, but 
the big steel doors stood fast, and with 
an oath the dynamiters finally gave it 
up They then turned th«*r attention 
to the small way safe. 
Meanwhile the robbers outwde kept 
m an irregular fire to prevent an attack 
from the passengers. Finding the small 
safe securelv locked, two of the men 
picked up Messenger Nettleton and 
dumped him back into his car with an 
irooerative order to unlock the safe 
doors. With the cold muzzle of a re- 
volver at the back of his neck the mes- 
senger promptly complied, and the rob- 
bers quickly cleaned ont the compart- 
ments After a few uncomplimentary 
remarks regarding the construction of 
the Urge safe, the men backed into the 
weeds lining the road and with a part, 
lug volley disappeared in the woods. 
The trainmen believe the desperadoes 
ww« old railroad men, but as all wen 
masked with handkerchief» none were 
recognized. No attempt was made to 
enter the passenger coaches.

From the Time of the Cateh 


to MM Caanln* and Cookla*. 


Toward the end of April the sardine 


fishermen along the coast of Brittany 
begin to watch for the bubbling of j&e 
sardines on the surface of the sea. For 
they know that vast shoals of the little 
fish are on their way from the coast of 
Africa np through the bay of Biscay to 
the north, aud that they mnst be caught, 
if at all, as they pass. When any one 
Bees tbe water agitated, word spreads 
rapidly and the boats put at from the 
shore and race to the shoal 


When the net is extended, the water 


is "baited" by throwing balls of 
"roque" into it 
As the bait dissolves 


and sinks the sardines rise and remain 


tbn p«M)o «jr*> t<«-sv. 


long after to nibble it, and their doom 
is sealed. For this reason "roqne" is a 
most important part of tbe sardine fish- 
erman's ontrit It is made of tbe eggs of 
mackerel and codfish mixed with clay, 
and ia rather expensive, ousting from 35 
shillings to 70 shillings a barrel 


Within the coring factories or can- 


neries everything is bustle and confu- 
sion, for there must not be a moment's 
delay in cleaning the fish. All night 
long the work is carried on by tbe light 
of biasing oil wicks. The sardines are 
spread out' on benches or tablet, where 
salt is dusted over thorn. Then the 
women go along and snip off the h<wds 
with great soiraora. 


The little flat boxes so well known 


to commerce are taken one by one and 
ailed from the glistening pile of flub, 
aftar which pure olive oil from tbe 
province of Deri, in Italy, is poured 
over them and the tops soldered op.
